all thofe Arts, (particularly of Mafonry and Architec¬ 
ture) and the Rule by which they are conducted and. 
perforrp’d. : . 

No doubt Adam taught his Son s Geometry, and the 
ufc of it, in the fcveral Arts and Crafts convenient, 
at leaft, for thofe early Times; for Cain, we find, 
built a City, which he calfd Co n sec r a t e d, or 
Dedicated; after the Name of his eldefl Son, 
Enoch ; and-becoming.the Prince of the one Half 
of Mankind, his Pofterity would. imitate his royaL 
Example in improving both the noble Science and the 
ufcful Art. * 

Nor can wefuppofe that Seth was left inftru&ed, 
who- bcing'the Prince of the other Half of Mankind, 
and alfb the prime Cultivator of Aftronomy, would 
take equal Care to teach Geometry and Mafonry to his

But without regarding uncertain Accounts, we may 
fafely conclude the old World, that lafted 1656 Years, 
could not be ignorant of Mafonry ; and that both the 
Families of Seth and Cain ere&ed many curious Works, 
until at length No ah, .the ninth from Seth, was com¬ 
manded and directed of God to build the 'great Ark, 
which, tho* of Wood, was certainly fabricated by 
Geometry, and according to the Rules of Mafonry . 

« N o a h, and his three Sons, Japhet, Shem, and 
H a m, all Mafons true, brought with diem over the 
Flood the Traditions and Arts of the Ante-delwvians , 
and amply communicated them to their growing OfF- 
fpring for about ioi Years after the Flood, we find a 
vail Number of ’em, if not. the whole Race of Noah, 
in the Vale of Shinar, employ’d in building a City and 
large Tower , in order to make to thcmfelves a Name,

And tho* they carry’d 
on the Work to a monftrous Height, and by their Va¬ 
nity provok’d God to confound their Devices,, by con¬ 
founding their Speech, which occafion’d their Difper* 
a.m. fion ; yet their Skill in Mafonry is not the lefs to be 
2194* celebrated, having fpent above 53 Years in that pro* 
Ante ch ' digious Work; and upon their Difperfion- carry’d the 
mighty Knowledge with them into diftanr Parts, where 
they found the good, ufe of it in . the Settlement of 
their Kingdoms , Commonzvealths, and Dynafties And 
dio’ afterwards it was lofi in mod? Parts of the Earth, 
it was efpecially preferv’d in Shinar and Af/fyria, where 
Nimrod,* the,Founder of.that Monarchy, after the 
Difperfion, built many fpiendid Cities* as Ereck} Accad, 
and Calneh\ in Shinar; from-whence afterwards he 
went forth into A'S sjri a*, and built Niniveh , Ribor 
both , Caleb , and BJoefin* 

In thefe Farts, upon the Tigris and Euphrates, after¬ 
wards ftouriftfd many learned Trie fts and Mathema - 

- tic tans, 


* Nimrod, which Jignifies a Rebel, .was. the Name given him by 
the. holy Family , and - by Mofes j but among his Friends . in Chaldea, his 
froper Name was .Eelus, which Jignifiei .Lor d j and. afterwards 
was worjhipped. as a God by many. Nations, under the Name of Bel, 
or ’&a\,and.became the Bacchus of the Ancients , or Bar Chus, the Son of 
Chus. 
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ticians, known by the Names of Chaldees and 
Magi, *who preferv’d the good Science, Geometry, 
as the Kings and great Men encourag’d the Royal 
Art. But it is. not expedient to fpeak more plain of. 
the Prcmifes, except in a formed Lodge. 

From hence,, therefore, the Science and Art were ' 
both tranfmitted to latter Ages and diftant Climes, not- 
withftanding the Confufion of Languages or Dialed 
which, tho’ it. might help, to give Rife to the Mafons 
Faculty and ancient univerfal. Practice of converfing 
without - (peaking, and. of knowing each other at a 
Diftance, yet hinder’d not the Improvement of oSMa- 
fonry in each Colony, and their Communication in their 
diftindi National Dialect. 

And, no doubt/ the Royal Art was brought down 
to Egypt' by M i t z r a i m, the (econd Son of Ham; 
about fix Years after the Confufion at Babel, and after a.m. 
the Flood Ido Ytfars; when he led thither his Colony ^ his.

(for Egypt is Mifz>raim in Hebrew ) beeaufe we find 
the River Niles overflowing its Banks, foon caus’d an 
Improvement in Geometry, which confequently brought 
Mafonry much in requeft: For the ancient noble Ci- - 
ties, with the other magnificent Edifices of that Coun¬ 
try, and particularly the famous Pyramids,, de- 
monftrate the early Taftc and Genius of ,that an¬ 
cient Kingdom. Nay, one of thofe Egyptian Pyra¬ 
mids* ' 
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mids* is reckon’d the Fir ft of the Seven Wonders 
of the World, the Account of which, by Hiftorians 
and Travellers, is almoft incredible. 

The Sacred Records inform us well that the eleven 
great Sons of Cana an (the youngeft Son of Ham) 
foon: fortified themfelves in flrong Holds, and (lately 
walled Cities, and eredted mod beautiful Temples and 
Mansions ; for when the Jfraelites, under the great 
Joflma, invaded their Country, they found it fb regu¬ 
larly fenc’d, that without the immediate Intervention 
of God in behalf of his peculiar People, the Canaa- 
nites were impregnable and- invincible. Nor can we 
fuppofe lefs of the other Sons of Ham, viz*. Chu[h, 
his eldcft, in South <* Arabia , and That, or ’Fhuts, (now 
called Fez*) in Weft <zAfrica. ' ■' 

And finely the fair and gallantPoftericy of Ja?he t, 
(the cldeft Son of Noah) even fuch as travell’d into 
die Ides of the Gentiles, muft have been equally skill’d 
in Georntr?***! Mafonry tho* we know little of their 
Tranfadtions and mighty Works, until their original

* The Marble Stones, brought a vaft way from the Quarries of Arabia, 
were mojl of'em 3.0 Foot long; and its Foundation cover'd the Ground 
of 700 Foot on each Side, or 2800 Foot in Cotnpafs, and 481 iri perpen¬ 
dicular Height. And in perfecting if were employ'd every Day, for 20 
whole Tears, 360,000 Men, by feme ancient Egyptian King, long before

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Knowledge was almoft loft by the Havock of War, 
and by not maintaining a due Correfpondencc with the 
polite and learned Nations; for when that Correfpon- 
dence was open’d in After-Ages, we find they began 
to be moil curious Architects.. 

The Pofterity of S h e m had alfo equal Opportuni¬ 
ties of cultivating the ufeful <*Art, even thofe of ’em 
that planted their Colonies in the South and Eaft of 
<sAfia\ much more thofe of ’em, that in the great 
oAJfyrian. Empire, liv’d in a feparate State, or were 
blended with other Families: Nay, that holy Branch of 
S h e m (of whom, as concerning the Fleih, Christ j 
came) could, not be unskilful in the learned .Arts of 
eAJjyri *; for Abram, after the Confufion at Babel a.m/ 
about 168 Years, was called out of Vr of the Chaldees, 
where he learned Geometry , and the oArts that are per¬ 
form’d by it, which he .Wankl carefully tranfinit to 
Jjhmacly to Jfaac, and to his Sons, by Keturah; and by 
Jfaac, to J Efau* and Jacoby and the twelve 'Patriarchs j : 

Nay, the Jews believe that Abram alfb inftmCtcd 
the Egyptians in the aAjfyrian Learning. 

Indeed, the feleCt Family long ufed Military aArchi- ; 
tetture only, as they were Sojourners among Strangers; 
but before the 430 Years of their Peregrination were 
expired, even about 86 Years before their Exodus, the a.m. 
Kings of Egypt forc’d moft of them to lay down their i 5 7 7.* 
Shepherds Inftrumcnts, and Warlike- Accoutrements, Ante 

and 
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and train'd them to another fort of Architecture' in 
Stone and Brick, as holy Writ, and other Hiftories, 
acquaint us; which God did wifely over-rule, in order 
to make them good M*fons before they pofTefs’d the 
promis’d Land, then famous for moft curious Ma- 
fitry. 

And while marching' to Canaan , thro’ aArabia , un¬ 
der 'Mofes , God was pleafed to infpire Bezaleel, 
x>f the Tribe of Judah, and Aholiab, of the Tribe 
of Dan, with Wifdom of Heart for erecting that moft 
glorious Tent, ox Tabernacle, wherein the Shechinah 
refided; which, tho’ not of Stone or Brick, was framed 
by 'Geometry, a moft beautiful Piece of Architec¬ 
ture, (and prov’d afterwards the Model of Solomons 
Temple) according to the Pattern that God had fhewn 
to Moses in the Mount; who therefore became the 
Gene r a l M a s t e r-M aso n, as well as King of 
fejfurun, being well skill’d in all the Egyptian Lear¬ 
ning, and* divinely infpir’d with more fublimc Know¬ 
ledge in Mafonry. 

So that the Jfraelites , at their leaving Egypt , were a 
whole Kingdom of of/ldafons, well inftru&ed, under the 
Conduft of their Grand Master Moses, who 
often marfliall’d them into a regular and general Lodge, 
while in the Wildernefs, and gave them wife Charges , 
Orders , tfc. had they been well obferv’d! But no 
more of the Premifes mud be mention’d.

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And aftct they were pofleft’d of Canaan, the Jfrae- a. m. 
#/« came notflibrt df the old Inhabitahts in aMafonry, H*t 
but rather vaftly improv’d it> by the fpcdal Diredtion AnteCh# 
.of Heaven ; c they fohify’d better, and improv’d 'their 
City-Houfes and the Palaces of their Chiefs, and only 
-fell fliort in f acred Architecture while the T* thernacU 
cilood, but no longer;, for the dncftfaCred ^Gliding of 
the Canaanitcs 'was the Ttriple Of Qagm 4n GazA of 
the c Philt(hines< i very magnificent, and capacious enough 
to receive 5000 People -under its Roof, that was artfiil- 
h fupported by two mam Columnr, * and Was a woii- 
derful Difcovery of their mighty Skill in true Alafonry, , 
as muft be own’d. 

But Dagoris Temple, and the fine ft Strutfurcs of 
Tyr^and Sidon , could not be compared with the Eter¬ 
nal God’s Temple at Jerufalem, begun and finiih’d,. to 
the Amazement of all the World, in the fhort fpac,e of 
fever? Tears and fix Months , by that wifeft Mail and 
rnoft glorious King of jfraef ,. Peace '.**4

A Branch of the Euphrates run thro' the Middle of it , from North 
to South, over which, in the Heart of the Gty , woe built aftately Bridge, 
in Length a Furlong, and thirty Foot in Breadth, by wonderful Art, for 
[applying the Want of a Foundation in the River. At the two Ends of 
this Bridge were two magnificent Palaces, the Old Palace, the Seat of 

ancient 
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Hanging-Gardens, the Bridge and Temple of Babylon, 
the Third of the Seven Wonders of the World, 
tho’ vaftly inferior, in the iublime Perfection of Ma- 
fonry, to the holy, charming, lovely Ti mple of G o d. 
But as the Jevjijh Captives were of fpecial ufe to 
\Nebuch ADNEzzARinhis glorious Buildings, (b 

being 


ancient Kings, at the Eaft End , upon. the Ground of four Squares; and 
the New Palace at the Weft End , built Nebuchadnezzar, upon the 
Ground of nine Squares, with Hanging-Gardens (fo much celebrated by 
the Greeks) where the loftieft Trees could grow as in the Fields, eretted 
in a Square of 400 Foot on each Side, carried up by Terraces, and Juft 
tain'd by Daft Arches built upon Arches, until the higheft Terrace equald 
the Height of the City-Walls, with a curious Aquedud to water the 
whole Gardens. Old Babel improv'd, flood on the Eaft Side of the 
River, and the New Town on the Weft Side, much larger than the Old, 
and built in order to make this Capital exceed old Niniveh, tho' it never 
had fo many Inhabitants by one Half. The River was begirt with Banks 
of Brick, as thick as the City Walls, in Length twenty Miles, viz. fifteen 
Miles within the City , and two Miles and a half above and below it, to 
keep the Water within its Channel; and each Street that croft'd the River 
had a brafen Gate leading down to the Water on both Banks ; and Weft 
of the City was a prodigious Lake, in Compaft 160 Miles, with a Canal 
from the River into it, to prevent Inundations in the Summer. 

In the Old Town, was the Old Tower of B a b e l, at the Founda¬ 
tion a Square of half a Mile in Compaft, confifting of eight fquare Towers 
built over each other, with Stairs on the out-fide round it, going up to the 
Obfervatory on the Top, 600 Foot high (which is 19 Foot higher than the 
higheft Pyramid) whereby they became the fir ft Aftronomers. And in the

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being thus .kept at work, they retain’d their great Skill 
in Mafonry, and continu’d very capable of rebuilding 
the' holy Temple and City of Salem upon its old 
a. m. Foundations, which was order’d by the Hdi< 5 t or ‘Decree 
IVcih ^ G ra n e> C y n u s r according to God’s Word, 
nte that had foretold his Exaltation and this Decree: And

Rooms of the Grand Tower, with arched Roofs, fupported by Pillars 75 
Foot high, the idolatrous Worjhip of their God B e l u s was perform’d y 
till now, that this mig} ty Mafon and Monarch eretted round this ancient 
Pile a Temple of two Furlongs on every Side, or a Mile in comgafs ) 
where he lodg’d the [acred Trophies of Solomon’s Temple, and the 
golden Image £0 Foot high, that he had confecrated in the Plains of 
Dura, as were formerly in the Tower lodg’d many other golden Images, 
arid many precious things, that were afterwards all feiz’d by Xerxes, 
And amounted to above 21 Millions Sterling. 

And when ' all was' finijh’d, King Nebuchadnezzar walking 
in State in his Hanging-Gardens, arfd from thence taking a Review of 
the whole City, proudly boafted of this his mighty Work j faying , Is not 
this Great Babylon, that I have built for the Houfe of the Kingdom,, 
by the Might of my Power, and fdr the Honour ofmy Majefty?* 
but had his Pride immediately rebuk’d by a Voice from Heaven, and 
punijfid by brutal Madnefs for feven Tears, until he gave Gloty 
to the God of Heaven, the Omnipotent Architect of the Univerfe, 
which he publijh'd by a Decree thro’ all his Empire, and dy’d next 
Tear, before his Great Babylon was little more than half inha¬ 
bited ( tho ’ he had led many Nations captive for that purpofe ) j nor was 
h ever fully peopled; for in 2 5 Tears after his Death, the Grand 
Cyrus conquer’d it, And remov’d the Throne to S^ufhan in Persia.

many great Sacrifices, by Z e r'u b r a b e l the Prince 
and General Mafier-Mafon Of the Jezvsy about 310 
Years after the Decree of the Grand Cyrus. And tho* 
this Ttbnple of Zerub babel' came 'far ftor* oC So- • 
iomoris Templey was not fo richly adorn’d with Gold 
and Diamonds, and all manner of precious Stones; 
nor had the Shechinah and the holy Relicks of ofMofes 
in it, &c. yet being rais’d exactly upon Solomons 
Foundation, and according to his Model, it was ftiH 
the moft regular, fymmetrical, and glorious Edifice in 
the whole World* as the Enemies of the Jews have 
often teftify’d and acknowledg’d. \ 

At length the Royal Art was carry ’d into 
Greece, whofe Inhabitants have left us no Evidence of 
fiich Improvements in Mafonry, prior to Solomons 

C z Temple,* 
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T*tmple; * for their mod ancient Buildings, as the Cit- 
tadel of Athens, with the Parthenon, or Temple of 
Minerva, the Temples alfo of Thefeus, of Jupiter 
Olympius, &c- their Porticos alfo, and Forums , their 
Theatres and Cymnafiums, their public Halls, curious 
Bridges, regular Fortifications, dout Ships of War, and 
datcly Palaces, were all ere&ed after the Temple of 
Solomon, and mod of them even after the Temple of 
Zerubbabel. 

Nor do we find theG R ec i a n s arriv’d to any con- 
fiderable Knowledge in Geometry, before the Great 
Thales Milefius, the Philofopher, who dy’d in the Reign 
a. m. of BellJhaZj&ar, and the Time of the JevjiJh Capti- 
vit y- ® ut Scholar, the Greater Pythagoras, 
* prov’d the Author of the 47 th Propofition of Euclid's

• The Grecians having been long degenerated, into Barbarity, forget¬ 
ting their original Skill in Mafonry, (which their Fore-fathers brought 
from Aflyria) by their frequent Mixtures with other barbarous Nations, 
their mutual Invafions, and wafting bloody Wars; until by travelling and 
correfponding with the Afiaticks and Egyptians, they reviv'd their Know¬ 
ledge in Geometry and Mafonry both, though few of the Grecians had 
the Honour to own it. 
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firft Book, which, if duly obferV’d, is the Foundation 
of all Mafonry, (acred, civil, and military. * 

. The People of Ltjfcr uifia about this. Time gave 
large Encouragement to Mafons for erecting all forts 
of fumptuous Buildings, one of which mud not be 
forgot, being ufually reckon’d the Fourth of the Seven 
Wonders of the World, viz,, the ofMaufoleum, or 
Tomb of eTkfaufoltts King of Carta, between Lycia 
and Jonia , at Halicarnajfus , on the Side of Mount 
Taurus in that Kingdom, at the Command of Ar¬ 
te m i s i a his mournful Widow, as the fplendid 
Teftimony of her Love to him, built of the mod 
curious Marble, in Circuit 411 Foot, in Height 15

with Arches 73 Foot wide, perform’d by the four prin- 3 3 11 '.

ter’d Elements of Geometry, digefted thehl into a Me¬ 
thod that was never yet mended, (and for which his 
Name will be ever celebrated) under the Patronage of 
Ptolomeus, the Son of Lagus King of Egypt, 
one of die immediate Succeflbrs of Alexander the 
Great.

* Or borrow'd from other Nations their pretended Inventions, as 
Anaxagoras, Oenopides, Brifo, Antipho, Democritus, Hippocrates, 
and TheodOrus Cyrenanis, the Ma/ter of the divine Plato, who 
amplify'd Geometry, and publijh'd the Art Analytic; from . zvhofe 
Academy came forth a *vaft Number, that foon differs'd their Know¬ 
ledge to dijlant Parts, as Leodamus, Theaetetus, Archytas, Leon, 
Eudoxus, Menaichmus, and Xenocrates, the Mafler of Ariftotle, 
from zvhofe Academy aljh came forth Eudemus, Theophraftus, Ari/teus, 
jUidorus, Hypfides, and many others. 
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And as the noble Science came to be more metho¬ 
dically taught, the Royal Art was the more generally 
efteem’d and improv’d among the Grecians, who at 
length arriv’d to the lame Skill and Magnificence in it 
with their Teachcrs the Afiatics and Egyptians. 

The next King of Egypt , Ptolomeus P h i la¬ 
de l p h u s, that great Improver of the liberal Arts, 
and of all ufeful Knowledge, 'who gather’d the greateft 
Library upon Earth, and had the Old ament (at 
leaiL die Pentateuch) firft tranflated into Greek, be-, 
came an excellent Architect, and General Mas-, 
t e r-M a s o n, having, among his other great Bnilr 
dings, erected the famous Tower of Pharos,* the 
Fifth of the Seven Wonders of the World.

. We may readily believe, that the ^African Nations , 
even to the jftlantick Shore , did loon imitate Egypt 
in fuch Improvements, though Hiltory fails, and there 
are no Travellers encourag’d to difcover :the valuable 
Remains in Mafonry of thofe once renowned Nations.- 
Nor fhould we forget the learned Jjland of S1 c 1 l y, 
where the prodigious Geometrician Archimedes 
did flourilh, * and was/unhappily (lain when Syracuse 
was taken by e 7 ktarcellus>: the : Roman General: For 
from Sicily , as well as from Greece , Fgypt, and Afia, the 
ancient Romans learnt both the, Science and the 
Art, what they knew before being either mean or irre¬ 
gular ; but as they fubdu’d the Nations, they made mighty 
Difcoveries in both; and, like wife Men, led captive, 
not the Body of the People, but the Arts and Sciences, 
widi the moft eminent^ Profeffors and Practitioners, 
to Rome ; which thus became the Center of Learning, 
as well as of imperial Power, until they advanc’d to 
their Zenith of Glory, under Augustus Cjesar, 
(in whofe Reign was born God's Messiah, the 

great 


* While Eratosthenes and Conoh flourijb'd in Greece, 
who were fucceeded by the excellent Apollonius of Perga, and 
many more before the Birth of Chrift, who , though not working Ma- 
fons , yet were good Surveyors; or , at leaf, cultivated Geometry, which 
is the folid Bafts cf true Mafonry , and its Rule, 
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great Arc(utefl of the ; Church ) who having laid the 
World quiet, by proclaiming univerfal Peace, highly 
encourag’d thofe dexterous Arrifts that had been bred 
in the Roman Liberty, and their learned Scholars and 
Pupils y but particularly 7 the great.V itruvius, the 
Father of all true Architects to this Day. 

• Therefore it is rationally believ'd, that the glorious

Craftfmen , as appears by the many magnificent Buil¬ 
dings of his Reign, the Remains of which are the Pat¬ 
tern and Standard o f true Mafonrj in all future Times, 
as they are indeed an Epitome of the Afiatic, Egyptian, 
Grecian, apd Sicilian Architecture, which we often ex- 
prds .by. the Name , of the Augustan Stile, 
and which we are now only endeavouring to imitate, 
and have not yet arriv’d to its Perfection. 

The old Records of Mafons afford; large Hints of 
their Lodges , from the Beginning Of the World, in the 
polite Nations, efpecially in Times of Peace, and when 
the Civil Powers, abhorring Tyranny and Slavery, gave 
due Scope to the bright and free Genius of their hap¬ 
py Subjects; for then always Mafons, above all other 
Artifts, were the Favourites of the Eminent, and be¬ 
came neceffary for their grand Undertakings in any

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fort ofi Materials, ’ not only in Stone, Brick;. Timber,- - 
Plaifter;. but even in Cloth or Skins, or whatever was 
us’d for.

But among the Heathen, while the noble .Science 
Geometry * was duly cultivated, both before and ate 
the Reign of oAuguftus, even till the Fifth Century of 
the Chriftian , j£ra, Mafonry was had in great Efteem 
and Veneration: And white the Roman cpn- 

tinu’d in its Glory, the Royal Art was carefully: .propa¬

and weftern Parts of Europe , which had grown' bar¬

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Britain* too, who were a Colony of the Ctltes, long 
before the Romans invaded this llland. * 

But when the Goths and Vandals, that had 
never been conquer’d by the Ramans, like a general 
Deluge, over-ran the Roman Empire, with warlike 
Jtage and grofs Ignorance they utterly deftroy’d many 
of the fineft Edifices, and defac’d others, very few c- 
. leaping; as the Afiatic and African Nations fell un¬ 
der the fame Calamity by the Conquefts of the 
Mah o. m e t a n s, whole grand Defign is only to con* 
vert the World by Fire and Sword, inftead of cukiva*. 
ting the Arts and Sciences., • 

Thus, upon the Declenfion of the Roman Empires,. 
when die BritijhGarrifins were drain'd,the Angles and 
other lower Saxons , invited by the ancient Britons 
to come over and help them againft die Scots and 

Ei c t s,

*TheNhtives within the itoman Colonies Might be firft ‘injfruffed

they became Chriftians; and then too late lamented 
the Ignorance of their Fathers in the great Lofs of, 
Roman A&tfonry, but knew not how to repair it. 

Yet becoming a free People {as the old Saxon Laws. 
teftify) and having a Disposition for Mafonry, they 
foon began * to imitate the sAfiatics, Grecians, and 
Roman*, in ere&ing of Lodges and encouraging of

That the /aid King'syoungeft Son , Prince Edwin, 
being taught Mafonry, and taking upon him the Charges 
of a M a s t e r-M a s o n, for the Love he had to the 
faid Craft , and the honourable Principles whereon it is 
grounded , pur chafed a free Charter of King Athelftan 
his Father , for the Mafons having a Correction among 
themfelves , (as it was anciently cxprefdd) or a Freedom 
and Power to regulate themfelves , to amend what 
might happen amifs , and to hold a yearly Communi¬ 
cation and General A'jfembly . 

That accordingly Prince Edwin fummoned all the 
Mafons in the Realm to meet him in a Congregation 

at 
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at York, who cdme and 1 eompofed ; d GcneralLodge, $f 
which he'. was Grand M’.ast er; and having 
brought . with them all the Writings x and Records extant, 
fome in Greek, Jome in Latin, fme in French, and 
other 1 Languages, from the Contents thereof that Aflem- 
bly did frame the Constitution and Charges 
of an Englifh Lodge, made a Law to preferve and ob- 
fer^ the fame in all-time' coming, and erddindgood 
Pay for working Mafons, &c. 

Tlbat in procefs of time, when Lodges were more fre¬ 
quent, the Right Worfhtpful the Matter and Fellows, 
vAth Confent of the Lb r d' s ’ of the Realm , ( for . mop 
greai.&Mcn were then ^Pkfafons) ordain'd, that for the 
f uture, at the . Making or Admiffion of a Brother, 
the Constitution fiould be read, and the 
Charges, hereunto annexd, by the.’I ylafter or Warden; 
and that fuch as were to. be admitted Mafter-Mafonsy 
or ofylafters of Work, Jhould be examin'd zvhether they 
be able of Cunning to ferve their refpettive Lords, as 
well the Lowefi as the Highefi, to the \ Honour, and 
Worjbip of the aforefaid Art, and to the Profit of their 
Lords ; for they be their Lords that employ and pay them 
for their Service and Travel ■ ; * 

And befides many other things, the faid Record adds. 
That thofe Charges and Laws of Free-Mason«

Beauty, and Ccpi'peniency of 
Architecturei as indeed all Matter Jo n esV Dejigns and EreCltons are 
Originals, { and at firft View difeover him to be the Architect: Nay, his 
mighty Genius prevail'd with the Nobility and Gentry of all Britain, 
(for he was a* much honour’d in Scotland as in England) to affeCl and 
revive the ancient Stile of MasoNRy,. too long negleCted j as appears 
by the many curious Fabrifks of tbofe Times, one of which Jhall be now

HENRICUS COMES DANBY- 
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founded the prefect St. Paul’s Cathedral in Londori, 
(the old Gothick Fabrick being burnt down) much after 
the Style, of St. P e t e r’s at Rome , conduced by the 
ingenious Architeft, Sir. Christopher Wren. 
That King founded alfo his royal Palace at Green¬ 
wich, according to Mr. Inigo Jones's Defign (which 
he drew before he dy’d) conduced by his Son-in-Law 
Mr. W e b : It is now turn’d into an Hofpital for Sea¬ 
men. He founded alfo Chelfea-Co liege, an Hofpital 
for Soldiers; and at Edinburgh he both founded 
and finilh’d his royal Palace of Halt-Rood-House, 
by the Defign and Conduct of Sir William Bruce 
Bart, the Matter of the Royal Works in Scotland;* 
So that befides the Tradition of old Mafons now 
alive, which may be rely’d on, we have much reafon 
to believe that King Charles II. was an Accepted 
Free-Mafon , as every one allows he was a great Encou- 
rager of the Craftfmen. 

But in the Reign of his Brother King James II,. 
though fome Roman Buildings were carried on, the 
Lodges of Free-Mafons in London much dwindled into 
Ignorance, by not being duly frequented and cultiva¬ 
ted.

Marble, arid an iron Balcony on the Top (not unlike thofe of Trajan and

fam'd Italian Mafters) on the Pedeftal of which is the following In- 
feription, viz.

Nor Jhould we forget the famous Theatre of Oxford, built 
by Archbiihop Sheldon, at bis foie Coft, in that Kings Time, 
which, among his other fine Works , was defign'd and conduSied alfo by 
Sir Chriftopher Wren the Kings Architect j for it is juftly admir'd by 
the Curious: And the Museum adjoining to it, a fine Building rais'd 
at the Charge of that illuftrious University, where there have 
been fince created federal more Roman Buildings, as Trinity-College 
Chappel, Allhallows Church in High-ftreet,Peckwater-Square wChrift- 
Church College, the new Printing- Houfe, and the whole of Queen’s- 
College rebuilt, &c. by the liberal Donations of fome eminent Benefactors, 
and by the publick Spirit, Vigilancy, and Fidelity of the Heads of Colleges, 
who generally have had a true Tafie of Roman Architecture. 

The learhed University of Cambridge not .having had 
the Management of fuch liberal Donations, have not fo many fine Struc¬ 
tures i but they have two of the mofi cur ious and excellent in Great-Britain 
of their kind, the one a Gothick Building, Kin g’s - College 
Chappel (unlefs you except King Henry VII/s Chappel in Weft¬ 
minfter- Abbey) , and the other a Roman Building, Trinity- 
College Library.

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Qu e e N- had granted a Commitfion to feveril of the 
Minifters of State, the principal Nobility , great Gentry , 
and eminent Citizens, the two Arckbijhops, with feve¬ 
ral other Bijhops and dignify’d Clergymen, to put the 
ACt in execution; they order’d the (aid New Churches 
to be rais’d according to the ancient Roman Style, 
as appears by thofe that are already rais’d ; and the 
prefent honourable Commifftoners having the lame
